Six Year Terms 


A measure which many believe-will pave the way for more 


orderly elections and give sufficient time to make effective 
plans,, aid the, country in a political 'and economic sense is 


studied by Mexican state officials. The measure provides 


for a six year term for presidents and six year term for sena- 
tors, who now serve four years each. 


It is pointed out and with a great deal of logical reasoning, 


that a president assuming office spends a large part of the 
lirst year in acquainting himself with the intimate affairs o1 
state, while the fourth year demands much of his time in pre- 
paring the future campaign or in -preparing his office for fa- 
vorable conditions for his successor. In other words, Mexican 
officials cite, only about 50 per cent of a four year term can 
be entirely devoted to governmental affairs of moment. 


Much- of Mexico's trouble lies in the fact that condition: 


nevr are stable long enough to permit of beneficial changes. 
At the most a test of the innovation could do no more harm 
than cause slight inconvenience if found to lack the-curative 
qualities it is calculated to contain.

Memorials 


The town of Hammonton, N. J., is very much excited over 


the fact that school children of that place "tag" around the 
World War Memorial and doing so, have disfigured the mark- 
ers on the memorial which are placed there in memory of the 
town's dead heroes. 


It is right that the authorities- at Hammonton should take 


steps to prevent further defacing of the memorial. At the same 
time it is hard to offer any more strenuous criticism of the 
children. Rather the adults who erected the "memorial should 
be criticized. Hammonton evidently needs some sort of recrea- 
tional center for its children. Those who sponsored the pres- 
ent memorial would have honored the dead equally well and 
done'a service to the living had they planned such recreational 
center in the memory of the town's heroes instead of a cold 
monument of stone, the significance of which is all too soon 
forgotten. 


Church Building 


Two hundred million dollars may be spent in construction 


of churches in the United States during this year, the church 
boards of architecture estimated at its conference in Cincinnati 
This is perhaps the largest year for church building in the his- 
tory of the country. 


While Fundamentalists and Modernists continuing tearing 


their hair and launching into lengthy orations on the historical 
accuracy of certain parts of the Bible, church building appar- 
ently, goes on without check: Is the fact that $200,000,000 
will be spent in building indicative that church dissension is 
confined almost exclusively to the clergy and that the great 
army of church goers has not yet had its faith shaken inyffie 
"tiSCtrines of that .particular church to which thj^-Mong?
